THE PARIS EXPOSITION. 

[.Editorial Correspondence .] 

Paris, 22 May, 1900. 

“ Chicago did in 1893 what Paris might 
have been expected to do, and now Paris has 
done what Chicago might have been expected 
to do,” is the witty comment on the fantastic 
architecture of the Grande Porte, the gew-gaw 
Electricity Building—the nightmare of a pas¬ 
try cook—and other rococo buildings of the 
Paris Exposition, in comparison with the im¬ 
pressive dignity of the architectural effects at 
Chicago. The Exposition is a city in itself, 
most admirably and ingeniously fitted in with 
Paris proper by means of arches, supplemen¬ 
tary bridges and subways, which permit Paris 
and the Exposition almost to accomplish the 
impossibility of having two bodies occupy 
the same space. The Exposition is so big 
that it is almost impossible to see it as a 
whole—so near the limits of bigness indeed 
that people begin to doubt whether another 
exhibition as big will ever be attempted else¬ 
where—and individual features such as the 
American exhibits or the several exhibits of 
books and other educational appliances dwin¬ 
dle almost into insignificance. 

America, nevertheless, stands out with re¬ 
markable prominence of quality—both in stat¬ 
uary and in painting—in the great Palais des 
Beaux Arts, which with the lesser palace op¬ 
posite forms the permanent and most satis¬ 
factory part of the exhibition. It is pre-emi¬ 
nent also in other departments, as in agricul¬ 
ture, with its “ corn kitchen ” and other food 
features, and especially in metallurgy, where, 
under the direction of Mr. Skiff, six of our 


leading colleges have co-operated in present¬ 
ing a remarkable exhibit of mineral types, 
following the classification of Dana’s book, 
which is complemented by a little representa¬ 
tive library of American books on mining and 
metallurgy. This feature is worth the inspec¬ 
tion of all Americans visiting Paris, and sets 
an excellent example for museum develop¬ 
ment at home. 

It is to be regretted that the publishers’ col¬ 
lective exhibit of American books despite M. 
Terquem’s praiseworthy efforts, which should 
have cordial appreciation at the hands of the 
American trade, is not only inadequate but is 
so placed as to be most successfully con¬ 
cealed. The German government has shown 
its appreciation of book publishing and allied 
trades by giving up much of the space 
within the German Building on the remarka¬ 
ble Rue des Nations to six rooms in which 
the book and allied industries of Germany 
have admirable representation—the authori¬ 
ties of the Borsenverein having now organized 
the German collective book exhibit so that it 
has become practically a peripatetic museum 
and exposition of German book production. 
The French book ’exhibit is, of course, large 
and imposing, although less collectively or¬ 
ganized than the German, while the English 
exhibit, modest in size owing to the lack of 
space granted by the French authorities, is 
entirely collective, with the exception of the 
exhibits of fine bindings, etc., made by the 
Clarendon Press of Oxford. This English 
exhibit is one of opened books in large glass 
cases—the volumes selected, with the ad¬ 
vice of Sir E. Maunde Thompson of the 
British Museum, by Mr. Frederick Macmillan 
and his colleagues of the Committee of the 
Publishers’ Association, being chosen, not 
from a literary point of view, but as an 
exhibit of styles of pages, selection of type, 
and other distinctively publishing factors. 
A catalogue de luxe has been prepared in 
connection with his English exhibit, which 
embraces about three hundred volumes, in¬ 
cluding Bibles and books of music. In con¬ 
trast with these and the creditable exhibits 
of Russian and Swedish and other books 
—all, with the exception of the German, in 
the Liberal Arts (“Lettres, Sciences et Arts”) 
Building on the Champ de Mars—the United 
States cuts a sorry figure. Its domed national 
building in the Rue des Nations, fronted by 
the triumphal arch in which French’s fine 
equestrian statue of Washington is hidden, 
has no room for exhibits of any kind, and 
the American, or the foreigner, who desires 
to know something of American book pro¬ 
duction, must find his difficult way, back of 
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surgical apparatus and dental appliances and 
all sorts of things, to the southwest corner 
of the American space in the Liberal Arts 
Building, where will be found, for the most 
part collectively arranged, the exhibits of 
those American book publishers who have 
persevered in good works despite the ob¬ 
stacles thrown in their way. For it must 
be stated that the American book trade 
exhibit has been confined to inadequate limits 
through the policy not of the French au¬ 
thorities—though the space allotted by them 
was small—but by the methods of the Ameri¬ 
can representatives, chiefly Mr. Capehart, 
who from the moment that M. Terquem 
undertook a collective exhibit, on the lines 
which he had so successfully managed before, 
has thrown every obstacle in the way by red 
tape restrictions and by direct and discourag¬ 
ing letters to publishers. Owing to this, 
more than to the disasters of leading houses 
which might afterwards have interfered with 
representation from them, is due the absence 
of such representative houses as the Harpers, 
Appletons, Scribners, Putnams, Houghton, 
Mifflin & Co., and others. Under the circum¬ 
stances M. Terquem has done his work well, 
and the exhibit includes special cases con¬ 
taining the publications respectively of The 
Century Company and Funk & Wagnalls of 
New York, and the Lippincotts and George 
Barrie & Sons of Philadelphia, and in col¬ 
lective casing sections showing the books of 
Little, Brown & Co., Dana Estes & Co., The 
Lothrop Publishing Co., and Small, Maynard 
& Co. of Boston, W. R. Jenkins, A. S. Barnes 
& Co., W. E. Benjamin, and The Publishers' 
Weekly of New York, G. & C. Merriam of 
Springfield, the Johns Hopkins Press of Bal¬ 
timore, Herbert S. Stone & Co. of Chicago, 
and two or three minor exhibitors of in¬ 
dividual books. The cases are tastefully 
made and arranged and there is a little table 
for the convenience of visitors and the dis¬ 
tribution of the collective catalogue, which 
is to be made up, on the principle of the 
“ Trade List Annual,” by sheets from the sev¬ 
eral contributors. In the gallery of the Liberal 
\rts Building, above the American section, 
is an educational exhibit in which the pub¬ 
lications of the American Book Company 
have prominent place and in which, through 
arrangements made by Mr. Howard J. Rogers 
of Albany, there is most creditable showing 
by means of publications, wing frames of 
photographs, wall charts, etc., of the work 
done by our leading universities and colleges 
and by other educational institutions. An¬ 
other American book exhibit is still further 
astray, that from Silver, Burdett & Co. of 


Boston, being found among the “ Diverse 
Industries ” on the Esplanade des Invalides. 
Between the main floor and the gallery is an 
improvised mezzanine story, in which the 
American Commission has literally made 
space, affording further facilities for those 
exhibitors who shared in the cost of this ad¬ 
ditional installation, including especially the 
display of posters by the National Adver¬ 
tisers’ Association. 

The classification adopted by the French au¬ 
thorities is decidedly criss-cross and has re¬ 
sulted in curious divorces of cognate depart¬ 
ments or alliances of those little related— 
which has been rather exaggerated than les¬ 
sened by the American arrangements. The 
visitor, interested in American book produc¬ 
tion, will naturally have his attention diverted 
from the collective book trade exhibit, which 
is in the Liberal Arts Building, to the so- 
called American Publishers’ Building, which is 
not in connection with the Liberal Arts Build¬ 
ing on the Champs des Mars, but back of 
the American section in the Diverse Indus¬ 
tries Building on the Esplanade des Inva¬ 
lides. This separate building is ingeniously 
contrived, in accordance with the French re¬ 
quirements, to preserve the trees amongst 
which it is placed, and is very interesting 
from the point of view of clever adaptation 
to this need. It contains—not, as might have 
been expected, an exhibit of American pub¬ 
lishers of books—but an exhibit chiefly of 
printing presses and other typographical ap¬ 
paratus, which, according to the French ar¬ 
rangements, would find place in the Liberal 
Arts Building, where, however, the space al¬ 
lotted to America was entirely inadequate. 
It was announced that this building would be 
devoted, in great measure, as a reading-room 
in which would be found American periodi¬ 
cals—but this feature has shrunk into com¬ 
parative insignificance. The most notable and 
interesting exhibit here is that made by the 
New York Times, which has arranged to edit, 
set by linotype, and print by lightning presses, 
a Paris edition of the New York Times, for 
distribution in the Exposition and for sale 
in Paris—an enterprise sure to attract atten¬ 
tion and compliment during the Exposition 
from the beginning of its practical operation, 
June 1. Curiously, the Times itself has been 
confused as to its own location and states in 
its New York edition that its Paris edition 
is to be found in an annex to the Liberal Arts 
Building. It is in fact a half mile journey 
off by that “ moving platform,” which is one 
of the most novel, interesting, and successful 
features of the present Exposition—though 
practically the invention a generation ago of 
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that distinguished American, Peter Cooper. 
In this building, also, are the great advertising 
exhibits of the Mutual and Equitable Life In¬ 
surance Companies of New York, the rivalry 
between which is manifest wherever these 
competing companies could, on any pretext, 
find room in the Exposition. 

These are in the Publishers’ Building, not 
because they belong there, but because they 
subscribed largely to the additional fund, 
supplementing the government appropriation, 
which enabled the United States Commis¬ 
sion to extend greatly the space allotted to 
America by such devices as this building 
and the mezzanine story in the Liberal Arts 
Building. This is, in fact, the key to the 
charges, which have already raised more or 
less scandal, that the American Commission 
has sold space and favored certain exhibitors. 
It would have been better had Commissioner- 
General Peck, to whom these charges were 
officially referred for report, made a full and 
candid statement of the real facts. It is 
questionable whether it was, on the whole, 
wise, or perhaps proper, for the official au¬ 
thorities to avail themselves of these private 
subscriptions even for the excellent purposes 
of extending the representation of America, 
for which they were used. But it has yet to 
be shown if there has been any corruption or 
reason for any more serious criticism than 
that above indicated. 

Still another exhibit of book interest, is 
to be found on the other side (right bank) of 
the Seine, near the Pont d’Alma, where in 
the Palace of Social Economy and of the 
Congresses—a dignified and worthy, though 
temporary, building—is another section of the 
exhibit under Mr. Rogers’ general charge, in¬ 
cluding in a modest corner the representative 
and typical collective exhibit arranged through 
the American Library Association. In a little 
space eight feet square, by help of various de¬ 
vices of space economy, the present status 
of library economy in America is excellently 
shown, not an inch being wasted, and every 
inch being well filled with typical facts as pre¬ 
sented in reports, catalogues, and other vol¬ 
umes, in photographs of library buildings, in 
blanks, cards, etc., and in other features—as 
compactly as the conveniences of a Pullman 
car. Mr. J. Le Roy Harrison, of the 
Providence Athenaeum has been in charge 
from the beginning of the Exposition, and has 
accomplished thq remarkable feat of having 
his little exhibit actually completely ready for 
inspection on the day of the opening—al¬ 
though it has since been entirely reconstruct¬ 
ed to gain more effective exhibition space; 
and from July I, Miss Mary W. Plummer, of 
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the Pratt Institute Library and Library School, 
than whom there could be no more capable 
representative of American librarianship, can 
be consulted at stated hours as to American 
library development. In this same building 
will be held the several congresses provided 
for in the French programme, including a 
congress of librarians and one with reference 
to literary property, and here also will be 
found sections of the catalogue and “ reper¬ 
tory” of the Institut International de Biblio¬ 
graphic, of Brussels, covering the subjects of 
the several congresses. Unfortunately—an¬ 
other example of divorces of related exhibits 
—the photographs and other materials from 
the Library of Congress are to be found not 
here, but in the educational exhibit in the 
Liberal Arts Building. 

For guidance through the Exposition, the 
most practicable guides are “ Les Plans- 
Boussole—Paris & Exposition, 1900,” pub¬ 
lished by M. Terquem, with the clever device 
of a compass inserted in the cloth cover to 
mark direction; and the “ Guide Chaix,” pub¬ 
lished by the Librarie Chaix, giving, in sec¬ 
tional maps, illustrations, and text, an ex¬ 
cellent summary of details. 

Although the Exposition had nominally 
been opened a month on May 15th, it was still 
wofully behindhand at that date, and it will 
be well along in June before everything is 
ready. It is rather a .matter of pride with 
Americans that many of the American exhib¬ 
its have been ready in advance of those of 
other nations, with the possible exception of 
the Russian, despite serious blockades be¬ 
tween Havre and Paris of the great amount 
of freight from America congested on this 
line. And on the whole the American who 
succeeds in tracing out the twenty or thirty 
divisions among which the American exhibits 
are separated, besides those at the annex up 
the river at Vincennes, is likely to be pleased 
with the representation of his country.

The scandal connected with the private 
publication, by subscription, of the “ Messages 
and Papers of the Presidents ” has now been 
thoroughly ventilated by the Senate Investi¬ 
gating Committee, in a report which is as re¬ 
markable for what it leaves unsaid as for 
what it says. That is to say, it confines itself 
to a lucid statement of fact, leaving the pub¬ 
lic to draw its own inferences. Representa¬ 
tive Richardson has done so much good work 
for the country, in his Congressional relations, 
that it seems a shame that he should have 
allowed himself to make use of the excep¬ 
tional compliment and privilege extended to 
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him by Congress to permit such extraordinary 
methods as were adopted for the sale of this 
work, and should not have taken steps to put 
a stop to these methods when they were called 
to his attention; and it is an additional regret 
to all friends of Mr. Spofford that again he 
has allowed himself to be put in a position so 
unfortunate from the point of view of busi¬ 
ness morals. Congress has now agreed upon 
a remedy almost as bad as the disease—in 
making an extraordinary appropriation for 
16,000 additional sets, in all 160,000 volumes, 
of this expensive work, to be distributed 
gratuitously by Congressmen or sold at cost 
through the office of the Superintendent of 
Documents'. The Committee very properly 
points out that the so-called copyright on this 
work is void. The suggestion that the publi¬ 
cation of government documents by private 
persons should be prohibited is not, it may be 
pointed out, in consonance with the present 
printing act, which provides that any citizen 
may purchase duplicate plates or editions of 
a government document on due notice and on 
payment of cost and ten per cent.—a pro¬ 
vision not likely to be abused as the privilege 
granted by Congress in this special case has 
been abused. 


ENGLISH SYNDICATE BUYS AMERI¬ 
CAN PRINTING PLANTS. 

An English syndicate has bought five of 
the largest American printing plants, two 
of them in New York City and three in Al¬ 
bany, N. Y. The plants are: Wynkoop-Hal- 
lenbeck-Crawford Company and Martin B. 
Brown Company, New York City, and Wyn- 
koop-Hallenbeck-Crawford Company, J. B. 
Lyon, and Weed-Parsons Printing Company, 
of Albany. The purchase was completed late 
in May. The former owners of the plants 
receive part cash and part stock, and some of 
them will probably be associated in the man¬ 
agement of the business of the syndicate. The 
Wynkoop-Hallenbeck-Crawford Company re¬ 
cently secured a two-years’ contract to do the 
printing for the state of Michigan. 

It is reported that two companies are in 
course of formation. One of these is to do 
public printing, and includes the Martin B. 
Brown Company, 49 Park Place, which does 
a large amount of city printing, and the Wyn- 
koop - Hallenbeck - Crawford Company, 441 
Pearl Street, which also does public printing 
and has a branch in Albany, both of New 
York City, and Weed, Parsons & Co., the J. 
B. Lyon Company, which does the state print¬ 
ing, and The Albany Argus, of Albany. An 
Albany dispatch, dated June 4, said that a 
Chicago concern was to become a member of 
the combination. J. B. Lyon, of the J. B. 
Lyon Company, is treasurer of the Martin B. 
Brown Company. The combination intends 
to secure the public printing of other states 
besides that of New York. 


THE “ MESSAGES AND PAPERS OF 
THE PRESIDENTS.” 

For over a year oast public attention has 
been directed at various times to the busi¬ 
ness methods of the concern handling the 
compilation of the “ Messages and Papers 
of the Presidents,” prepared by James D. 
Richardson, Member of Congress from Ten¬ 
nessee, and originally issued as a United 
States Government publication. The circum¬ 
stances regarding the advertising and sale of 
this publication have evoked continued and 
general criticism from the press, and the mat¬ 
ter gradually assumed the proportions of a 
scandal, requiring official investigation. Such 
an investigation was ordered by Congress on 
April 19, and the report of the investigating 
committee, of which Senator Platt, of New 
York, was chairman, was presented on May 
22. 

To make clear the sequence of events a 
brief review of the facts in the case is neces¬ 
sary. The compilation of the documents 
known as the “ Messages and Papers of the 
Presidents ” was authorized by act of Con¬ 
gress of July 27, 1894, the work to be car¬ 
ried out under the direction of the Joint 
Committee on Printing. The committee soon 
after requested James D. Richardson, who 
had been Chairman of the House Committee 
on Printing, to make the compilation, and in 
April, 1895, Mr. Richardson undertook the 
work. In February, 1896, the publication be¬ 
gan, and the tenth and last volume was 
brought out in July, 1899. The work was dis¬ 
tributed according to the provisions govern¬ 
ing Government documents, three editions, 
aggregating 36,000 sets of ten volumes each 
being printed by the Government Printing 
Office. 

The Public Documents Act of January 12, 
1895, specifically prohibits the copyrighting of 
any Government publication. Nevertheless, be¬ 
fore the first edition had been completed, Mr. 
Richardson caused to be placed in all remain¬ 
ing volumes of further editions a notice of 
“ Copyright, 1897, by James D. Richardson.” 
In June, 1897, a provision was introduced 
into the Sundry Civil Bill directing the Pub¬ 
lic Printer to make and deliver to Mr. Rich¬ 
ardson duplicate electrotype plates of the 
work in question. This was done, and soon 
after the publication of the “ Messages and 
Papers ” was taken up through James S. 
Barcus, then of New York. A contract was 
made by which the “ exclusive use of the 
plates ” was given to Barcus for ten years, on 
condition that a royalty of 75 cents on all sets 
sold be paid to Mr. Richardson. On taking 
up the enterprise Mr. Barcus dropped the 
name of “J. S. Barcus Company” under 
which he had been doing business and as¬ 
sumed the title “ Committee on Distribution.” 
Letter-headings and stationery were used 
patterning in close detail the stationery em¬ 
ployed by authorized Congressional Commit¬ 
tees, and the names of Mr. Richardson and of 
Ainsworth R. Spofford, of the Library of 
Congress, appeared as “ editor ” and “ gen¬ 
eral secretary” respectively. 

The publication was extensively advertised, 
through the press and in circulars, and the 
phrases used regarding it were apparently in¬ 
tended to convey the impression that the 
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Government was identified with the enter¬ 
prise. The work was sold by subscription, 
and the methods adopted to obtain sales soon 
attracted newspaper attention, especially as 
purchasers learned that the volumes for which 
they had paid thirty-four dollars had been 
previously widely distributed without charge 
by the Government. The New York Sun w.as 
especially active in urging investigation of the 
affair, and the matter, as stated, was finally 
taken up by Congress. 

Various witnesses were examined by the 
investigating committee, and the testimony 
taken was an interesting revelation of adver¬ 
tising methods employed. There is, of 
course, no question of the value of the work, 
or of the very great burden of time and 
labor its compilation entailed. Mr. Richard¬ 
son testified that he worked on it for over 
four years, and spent, personally, over $3600 
in furnishing an elaborate index. He argued 
that the copyright secured was intended only 
to apply to the form of the compilation, the 
illustrations, and the original matter included; 
and that the assignment of the plates to him 
by Congress was a tacit recognition of his 
right to derive pecuniary benefit from print¬ 
ing and selling the work. His royalty re¬ 
ceipts from Mr. Barcus, it appeared, amounted 
to $11,330. Mr. Spofford also testified re¬ 
garding his connection with the work, ex¬ 
plaining that he had acted simply as literary 
adviser and critic, especially in regard to the 
index, and had also consented to serve for a 
time as honorary secretary. He had recently 
resigned from all connection with the concern. 
James S. Barcus was examined regarding the 
methods of the “ Committee on Distribution,” 
which he explained was simply “a business 
trade name,” selected as “ appropriate to the 
book.” The various blanks, circulars, instruc¬ 
tions to agents and other printed material 
prepared by the “ Committee ” were presented 
in evidence—all being ingeniously devised to 
mislead the public into the belief that the 
“ Committee ” was a bona fide Government 
body, in direct relations with Congress. Thus, 
prospective purchasers were told that the 
“ distribution ” was to be made by “ Congres¬ 
sional districts,” the “ number of sets ” being 
“ apportioned ” in accordance with a “ ratio ”; 
and the sales agents were described as “ ap¬ 
pointed ” by the “ Committee.” Especially in¬ 
teresting was a pamphlet, prepared for the 
agents of the concern, giving “ Suggestions 
on How to Distribute Government Docu¬ 
ments,” with persuasive arguments adapted 
to meet almost ’every objection likely to be 
made by reluctant purchasers, and evidently 
intended for memorizing. 

The report of the investigating committee 
makes no direct recommendation of remedial 
action. It briefly recites the facts, pointing 
out that Mr. Richardson’s labors in connec¬ 
tion with the work “ were most assiduous and 
consumed a great amount of time.” The 
copyright secured is held to be void. “ The 
prohibition in the printing act was intended 
to cover every publication authorized by Con¬ 
gress in all possible forms, and in view of the 
debate it is clear that Congress intended to 
prevent precisely what has happened — the 
copyrighting of this particular book.” The 
committee thinks that “ copyright should not 
have issued in behalf of the Messages, and 
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that the law as it stands is sufficient to deny 
copyright to any and every work once issued 
as a Government publication.” 

The committee continues: “ If the services 
of any author or compiler employed by the 
Government require to be compensated, pay¬ 
ment should be made in money, frankly and 
properly appropriated for that purpose, and 
the resulting book or the publication in whole 
and as to any part should be always at the 
free use of the people, and this without doubt 
was what Congress intended.” 

The committee states that the donation of 
the plates of the work to Mr. Richardson was 
a mistake, and placed Congress in a false 
position. It pronounces Mr Richardson’s 
contract with Barcus unobjectionable, but 
criticises Barcus’s methods as Questionable, 
leading to the belief that the Government was 
identified with the publication and sale of the 
books. 

In conclusion the committee says that no 
additional legislation is necessary, but recom¬ 
mends that in the future Congress shall not 
place the control of the plates of Government 
publications in private hands. 

.On the presentation of the report by Sena¬ 
tor Platt, of New York, Mr. Gallinger 
urged the passage of a resolution providing 
that the Government reprint the publication 
for general distribution. This resolution was 
again brought up on May 25, specifying that 
6000 sets be reprinted for distribution by Con¬ 
gressmen and 10,000 sets be deposited with 
the Superintendent of Documents for sale at 
cost, which was estimated at $7 per set. The 
resolution was referred to the Committee on 
Printing. The Senate on the 2d inst. agreed 
to a concurrent resolution for the printing of 
16,000 sets, 10,000 of which are to be sold by 
the Superintendent of Documents at the ac¬ 
tual cost of printing.

COPYRIGLIT MATTERS. 
DECISION AGAINST FREDERICK DIELMAN. 

Judge Lowell, in the United States Circuit 
Court, held in Boston. June 1, dismissed the 
bill brought by Frederick Dielman against R. 
H. White & Co. Dielman, as already noted, 
in 1896 drew the design for a mosaic, repre¬ 
senting the subject “ Law,” for the Congres¬ 
sional" Library at Washington. The design 
and the mosaic were copyrighted. The de¬ 
fendant took photographs of the figure with 
the consent of the library officials. Judge 
Lowell held that. “ Taken by itself, the con¬ 
tract seems plainly inconsistent with any res¬ 


ervation of copyright on the nart of the ar¬ 
tist. In general, when an artist is commis¬ 
sioned to execute a work of art not in 
existence at the time the commission is given, 
the burden of proving that he retains a copy¬ 
right in the work of art executed, sold and 
delivered under the commission, rests heavily 
upon the artist himself. If a patron gives a 
commission to an artist, there appears to me 
a very strong implication that the work of art 
commissioned is to belong unreservedly and 
without limitation to the patron. It is not 
necessary to decide if the artist retains the 
right to make for another a replica. Repro¬ 
duction by the artist may be a question of 
artistic ethics rather than law, but that the 
patron has a right to make and permit to any 
extent reproductions of the work of art sold 
to him appears to me plain, unless the con¬ 
trary is plainly set out in the contract.” 


OBITUARY NOTES. 

Dr. Richard Salter Storrs, pastor emeri¬ 
tus of the Congregational Church of the Pil¬ 
grims, of Brooklyn, N. Y., died on Tuesday, 
June 5, at his home in that city. Dr. Storrs 
was born at Braintree, Mass., August 21, 
1821, of a long and illustrious line of New 
England clergymen dating back to pre- 
Revolutionary times. He graduated at Am¬ 
herst in 1839, and entered the office of Rufus 
Choate as student for the bar. He soon 
abandoned law for theology and graduated 
from Andover Seminary in 1845. In 1846 he 
was installed as pastor of the Church of the 
Pilgrims, and as years went by became a 
power in Brooklyn and an historic figure in 
the ecclesiastical world of America. On the 
first of January last he was made Pastor 
Emeritus. Dr. Storrs’s literary work gained 
him reputation in England as well as at home. 
From 1848 until 1861 he was associate editor 
of The Independent. His best known pub¬ 
lished works are: “ Constitution of the Hu¬ 
man Soul”; “Congregationalism, its Princi¬ 
ples and Influences”; “John Wyckliffe and 
the First English Bible”; “ Divine Origin 
of Christianity Indicated by its Historical 
Effects ” “ The Broader Range of Modern 
College Training”; “Early American Spirit 
and the Genesis of It ”; “ Manliness in the 
Scholar ”; “ Recognition of the Supernatural 
in Letters and Life ”; “ Bernard of Clair- 
vaux ”; “ The Bible: a Book for Mankind.” 
Besides these almost all his sermons appeared 
in religious papers or in pamphlet form. One 
of the greatest oratorical efforts of his life 
was a speech delivered in New York City on 
the assassination of Abraham Lincoln. 

Stephen Crane, one of the rarely talented 
among our younger writers, died on Tuesday, 
June 5th, in Baden-Weiler, in the Back For¬ 
est, where he had gone to recover from the 
effects of fever contracted while war corre¬ 
spondent in Cuba during the Spanish-Ameri- 
can War. Stephen Crane was born in Newark, 
New Jersey, November 1, 1871. He was the 
son of a Methodist clergyman, the Rev. Dr. 
J. T. Crane. He began to write for the news¬ 
papers when only sixteen years old and after 
leaving Lafayette College and Syracuse Uni¬ 
versity became a reporter and sketch writer. 
He attracted but little attention until in 1895 
he brought out “ The Red Badge of Cour- 
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age,” a story of the Civil War. The local 
color and the realism were so remarkable 
that it seemed impossible it could be the work 
of a young man of 26, who, of course, could 
only picture the details bv imagination 
amounting to genius. On the strength of this 
story the Westminster Gazette engaged Mr. 
Crane to report the Graeco-Turkish War, and 
later he was engaged by two New York 
papers to report the Spanish-American bat¬ 
tles. His published works are “ The Black 
Riders, and Other Lines,” short verses on 
various subjects of impressionist vagueness; 
“Maggie, a Girl of the Streets”; “George’s 
Mother”; “ The Little Regiment”; “ The Open 
Boat, and Other Stories,” and “ The Eternal 
Patience.” For the last eighteen months Mr. 
Crane lived upon an estate in Sussex, Eng¬ 
land. His home was at Hartford, in Sullivan 
County, New York State. 

Clarence Chatham Cook, author and art¬ 
ist, died June 1, at Fishkill Landing, N. Y. 
He was born at Dorchester, Mass., in 1828. 
During his younger years he devoted his time 
to literary studies. He was later associated 
with the New York Tribune as its art critic, 
a place he filled for twenty years under 
Horace Greeley. During the Franco-Prus- 
sian war he was sent to Paris as a war cor¬ 
respondent of that paper, remaining in the 
French capital for two years, until it was be¬ 
sieged, when he fled to Italy, where he re¬ 
mained until the war was ended. Returning 
to America, he devoted himself wholly to 
literary pursuits. He was the author of “The 
House Beautiful,” one of his most popular 
works. The volume he considered his mas¬ 
terpiece was a labor of love, entitled “Art and 
Artists of the Past Century.” He started to 
write “American Pictures and American Art¬ 
ists,” but his health failed after the first part 
only was in manuscript, and he abandoned it. 
He also wrote essays on “Stools and Candle¬ 
sticks ” and “Beds and Tables.” He edited 
Lubke’s “ History of Art,” and for a time he 
was editor of The Studio. Two years ago 
he retired to his suburban home on the Hud¬ 
son, which had formerly been the DeWint 
homestead. 

Sir George Grove, well known by his writ¬ 
ings on musical topics, died in London, May 
29. He was born at Clapham, Surrey, Au¬ 
gust 13, 1820, and was educated as an engi¬ 
neer. He won distinction as the builder of 
the first cast-iron light-house, constructed 
when he was twenty-one years old, on Mor- 
ant Point, Jamaica. He was for a time a 
member of the firm of Macmillan & Co., and 
edited Macmillan's Magazine. He contrib¬ 
uted many articles to “ Smith’s Dictionary of 
the Bible,” and was active in behalf of the 
Palestine Exploration Fund, making two trips 
to Palestine. He wrote a “ Primer of Geog¬ 
raphy” for Macmillan & Co., but his most 
important literary enterprise was the editing 
of the “ Dictionary of Music and Musicians,” 
for the same publishers, a work (in four vol¬ 
umes, with supplement) which stands at the 
head of all publications of its kind. For years 
he also wrote the analyses of the Crystal 
Palace concert programmes. In 1882 the 
Prince of Wales appointed him director of 
the Royal College of Music, which post he 
resigned about six years ago. 


Professor Immanuel Schmidt, the cele¬ 
brated philologist and lexicographer, died May 
12, in consequence of injuries received by 
being run over by a wagon in the Leipziger 
Strasse in Berlin. Mr. Schmidt was born 
in Derenburg, near Halberstadt, Prussia, in 
1823. Upon completing his university career 
he removed to London where he remained a 
number of years. From 1861-1878 he was 
director of the Victoria Institute at Falken- 
berg i. d. Mark, and from 1879-1893, he was 
professor at the Hauptkadettenanstalt at 
Gross-Lichterfelde, near Berlin. In 1893 he 
retired from the educational field and de¬ 
voted himself to scientific work. He con¬ 
tinued and edited Muret’s Encyclopaedic Ger- 
man-English and English-German dictionary, 
which fortunately was so well advanced that 
publication will not be interrupted. He was 
also associated with Professor Tanger in 
bringing out an edition of FliigeFs well- 
known English-German dictionary. 

Professor Edward Amasa Park, of the 
Andover Theological Seminary, died at An¬ 
dover, Mass., June 4. Professor Park was 
born in Providence, R. I., December 29, 1808. 
From 1847 to 1881 he held the position of 
Professor of Christian Theology at Amherst 
College, and at the time of his death was pro¬ 
fessor emeritus of Sacred Rhetoric. Pro¬ 
fessor Park published numerous essays in 
theological quarterlies, pamphlets, and four 
volumes of memoirs. In 1844 he united with 
Professor B. B. Edwards in establishing The 
Bibliotheca Sacra , and was its chief editor 
from 1851 till 1884. In connection with Pro¬ 
fessor Austin Phelps and Dr. Lowell Mason, 
he edited the “ Sabbath Hymn Book,” which 
reached a circulation of about 120,000, be¬ 
tween 1859 and i860. He was president of 
the Board of Trustees of Abbott Academy for 
over thirty years, and one of the original 
trustees of Smith College. 

Mary H. Kincsley, the author of “ Travels 
in West Africa” and “West African Studies,” 
died at Simonstown, South Africa, where she 
was superintending the nursing arrangements 
of the military hospital, on June 5. Miss 
Kingsley was the daughter of George Henry 
Kingsley, the novelist, and a niece of Charles 
Kingsley. She was a woman of great learn¬ 
ing and a Fellow of the Anthropological In¬ 
stitute of Britain and Ireland. Her African 
explorations have resulted in many important 
contributions to science and history. 

Abram Edmunds Cutter, an old-time book¬ 
seller, died at Charlestown, Mass. He was 
born May 14, 1822, at Saco, Me., and began 
business in a drug and book store in his native 
town. He removed to Boston in 1843, and 
in 1852 opened a book and stationery business 
in Charlestown with Mr. McKim, whom he 
bought out three years later. 


CHICAGO NOT TO PUBLISH SCHOOL 
BOOKS. 

The special committee of the Board of Edu¬ 
cation appointed to consider the advisability 
of the board publishing its own text books 
has reported unfavorably upon that proposi¬ 
tion, but has recommended that principals be 
allowed to buy the kind of books they think 
best.

Anthony Hope’s new novel. “ Quisante,” 
has just been received in manuscript by the 
Frederick A. Stokes Company, and will be 
published in the early fall. 

Ruskin has left a large amount of unpub¬ 
lished matter, including portions of the lives 
of Reynolds and Turner which he meant to 
write. It is believed that most of the mater¬ 
ial will be published. 

Cyril Davenport, of the British Museum, 
author of “ Embroidered Bookbinding,” is 
preparing a monograph of “ Thomas Bertbe- 
let, Royal Printer and Binder to King Henry 
viii.,” for the Caxton Club of Chicago. 

Herbert Spencer has completed his auto¬ 
biography, but it is not to be published until 
after his death. The New York Tribune 
thinks it is “ probably not all serious and 
philosophical, for among the author’s posses¬ 
sions is an excellent sense of humor, and he 
tells a good story and loves to hear one.” 

The London correspondent of the New 
York Evening Post announces the convales¬ 
cence of Richard Whiteing, author of “ No. 
5 John Street,” after a serious attack of 
pleurisy and pneumonia. He lives as he 
puts it, “ in absolute divorce from pen, ink, 
and paper, and also from all but the most 
elementary thoughts.” It is probable that Mr. 
Whiteing’s Century papers on “ Paris of To¬ 
day ” will appear in book forrq in the fall.

Union 
County, N. J.. announces the thirteenth of the 
publications of the Shakspere Society of New 
York, viz., “A Catalogue of the Words Used 
but Once in the Shakspere Plays, with Notes 
of their Occurence in the Poems,” to which 
is prefixed a reprint of the first English 
Grammar (1586). The edition will be lim¬ 
ited to 250 copies. A new edition of the So¬ 
ciety’s “ Digesta Shakespereana ” is also an¬ 
nounced. 
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George D. Smith has just concluded a two- 
weeks’ exhibition, in Chicago, of the rarer 
treasures of the Daly library. Many of the 
most valuable items, including the remarka¬ 
bly full collection of Shakespeare portraits, 
were sold in Chicago. The Shakespeare nor- 
traits, among them a fine impression of the 
portrait from the first folio, which the cata¬ 
loguer of the Daly collection renorted miss¬ 
ing. has become the property of the New¬ 
berry Library. 

G. P. Putnam’s Sons have in preparation 
two new volumes in their Heroes of the Ref¬ 
ormation Scries, one on the “ Satirists of the 
Reformation,” by Oliphant Smeaton, of Edin¬ 
burgh ; the other on Balthasar Hubmaier, the 
leader of the early Baptists, and Faustus 
Socinus, the founder of the modern Unitarian 
church. Hubmaier will be dealt with by Prof. 
H. C. Veder, of Crozer Seminary; Socinus by 
Principal Alexander Gordon, of Unitarian 
College, Manchester, England.

O. Stoddard, a stirring tale of privateers life 
in the American Revolution, and “ Winning 
Out,” by Dr. Orison Swett Harden, a story 
of how to win success, for American boys and 
girls. 

Suspicion having been cast upon the au¬ 
thenticity of the “ Memoirs of the Baroness 
Cecile de Courtot,” Mr. Heinemann, the Lon¬ 
don publisher, is now inserting the following 
note in the book: “ As the authenticity of 
these memoirs has been challenged, and as he 
has not been afforded an opportunity of see¬ 
ing the documents on which they are based, 
the publisher wishes it to be understood that 
he cannot guarantee their historical accuracy.
